Dollar Revaluation Proclamation 


(<1>)' 


Your Income Tax 


Personal Exemption. 


In addition to the personal ex- 


emption of $1,000 for single per- 
sons and $2.500 for married per- 
sons living together and for heads 
of families, a. taxpayer is entitled 
to a credit of $400 for each depen- 
dent, defined by income-tax law 
and regulations as a person under 
18 years of age or incapable of 
self-support because mentally or 
physically defective. 
The term 


"mentally or physically defective" 
means not only cripples and those 
mentally defective but persons in 
ill health and tbe aged. 


In order to be entitled to the 


$400 credit, tbe taxpayer must fur- 
nish the dependent his or her chief 
support. The credit is based upon 
actual financial dependency and 
not mere legal dependency. For ex- 
aaiple. a father whose children re- 
ceive half or more of their support 
from a, Inwt fund or other separate 
«o«rce Is not entitled to the credit. 


Neither relationship nor resi- 


(J'Tice is a factor in the allowance 
of the 5400 credit for a dependent. 
'''he taxpayer and the dependent 
j-.ay be residents of different cities. 
IT frushaad and wife both con- 
tribute tt» the support of a depend- 
ent, the $400 credit may be taken 
bv tbe one contributing the chief 
support, and may not be divided 
between them. 


A single person who supports in 


his hewn? an aged mother is en- 
titled not only to the $400 credit • 
fw a dependent but also tr> the 
j--ersonal exemption of $2.500 as 
the hfal of a family.

President Roosevelt's proclamation 
fixing the value of tbe dollar fol- 
lows : 


"Whereas, by virtue of 
section 1 of 
the act of congress approved March H, 
1900 
(31 Slat. L 45), the present weight 


of the Kold dollar Is fixed at twenty-five 
und tight-tenths crams of gold nine-tenths 
fine; and whereas, by section 43. title 3 
of the act approved May 12, 1933 (public 
No. 10, 73rd congress), as amended by 
section 12 of the sold reserve act of 1931, 
It la provided In part as follows: 
"Whenever the president finds, upon In- 
vestigation, that (1) the foreign commerce 
of the United States Is adversely affected 
by reason of the depreciation In the value 
ot the currency of any other government or 
governments m 
relation to 
the 
present 
standard value of cold, or (2) action under 
this section Is necessary In order to regu- 
late and maintain the parity of currency 
Issues of the United States, or (3) an eco- 
nomic emergency requires an expansion of 
credit, or (4) an expansion of credit is 
necessary to secure by international agree- 
ment a stabilization at proper levels of 
the currencies of various governments, the 
president Is authorized, in his discretion— 


"(A) 
To direct the 
secretary of 
the 
treasury to enter into agreements with the 
several federal reserve banks and with the 
federal reserve board whereby the federal 
reserve board will, and it is hereby author- 
ized to. notwithstanding any provisions of 
law or rules and regulations to the con- 
trary, permk such reserve banks to ajree 
that they will. (1) conduct, pursuant to 
existing law. thruout specified periods, open 
market operations in 
obligations of

United States government or corporations 
In which the United States is the majority 
stockholder, and (2) purchase directly and

The weight of the silver dollar is 
not altered or affected in any manner by 
reason of this proclamation. 
This proclamation shall remain In force 
and

The very noticeable improvement 
since last March is due to the fact that money has 
been going into the hands of those who previously 
did net possess it. and it has been distributed more 
widely, first of all because of colossal governmental 
exoenditures and second, because of a pickup in pri- 
vate activity. 


THE AMERICAN GAMBLER. 


CONGRESS, it is said, is considering steps where- 


by it hopes it may harness America's specula- 


tive spirit and divert it into more useful 
channels 


than playing the stock market. It is an intimation 
which provokes speculation. 


No one can say how deeply imbedded the gambling 


spirit is in the American people. Certainly at one 
stage of the great bull market in the years from 1924 
to 1929, it seemed as though most everyone was do- 
ing it. And yet, that common statement was spread- 


fourth of the American people, played 
the 


;ARLY every man upon reading of the dollar 
devaluation proclamation asked himself what 


that was RCing to do to him, whether he was pos- 
sessed cf little or much wealth. In the long run, the 
effect upon the individual will not be noticeable, ex- 
cc-H as nrice levels fluctuate. 


If necessities and luxuries advance sharply in the 


next few years, naturally it will take more dollars to 
purchase them. Correspondingly, when prices fell to 
unorecedented low levels a year ago, it took fewer 
dollars to acquire commodities necessary to live. Yet 
almost without exception, the 
individual received 


fewer dollars. 
If his income came from dividends 


and interest, it was cut If it came from salaries and 
wages, it was cut Few, if any individuals escaped a 
diminution in income, and in those later stages of 
the critical months of the depression, business sim- 
ply seemed to dry up. employment became less com- 
mon, unemployment became 
far 
more1 prevalent, 


profitable operation either on the farm or in the 
cities became much more difficult, or impossible. 


A basic principle of economics is that low wages, 


low production, and low prices accompany a period 
of distress, suffering, and 
destitution. High con- 


sumption, an active demand for goods and services, 
high prices invariably mean that the average man 
without the great reserves or the capital fares better. 


In real life, to anticipate the practical fruits of the 


it would be necessary to strike a 


balance nt ths given minute. But in life, that does 
not happen, even in cose of death. It takes months 
and months to wind up an estate, and when it 
reaches final settlement, sometimes years elapse be- 
fore the proceeds of that estate are spent. And when 
life goes on. where the individual continues to live, 
the effect of the monetary policy on his dollars can 
be determined only as he spends them. If they buy 
less, naturally in the sense of exchange, his dollar 
is worth less, but the assumption is that he has more 
of them coming from whatever source of income he 
possesses. If his dollar buys more, the assumption 
is that he has fewer to "=pend. 


• * • 
THE things which disturb and perplex today al- 


ready have furnished the basis for encourage- 


ment- Foremost of them is the rehabilitation of the 
farm country and revival of the purchasing power of 
the fanner. It will be granted freely that until that 
is done, until his economic status permanently at- 
tains a solid footing, until he is able to buy both the 
things he needs and the things he desires, until he 


not a 
stock 


market on margin. It is true that in that era peo- 
ple became "stock and bond" minded; that in their 
investments they diverted huge sums to purchase this 
type of security. But in the abstract, any investment 
partakes of speculation or gamble or call it what you 
will. Except in a limited sense, there is no absolute 
guarantee it will turn out as anticipated. 


We will grant far too many people came to the 


conclusion they could live comfortably, even lux- 
uriously, without much attention to business, and 
with very little labor through profits attained by 
gambling on the stock market. It was the ruina- 
tion of thousands of young men, and thousands more 
who were not so young. There was every reason to 
believe that the costly experience of the collapse of 
1929 would prove a lesson, but the somewhat fever- 
ish reappearance of speculative interest last July in- 
dicated that the vaccination did not take. 


One of the great evils of an uncontrolled, very deep 


seated natural human instinct to toss the glove at 
the feet of fate is that when that spirit of specula- 
tion concentrates itself on the stock market, it takes 
people's energies, interests, and wealth from fields 
in which there is possibility ot really enormous con- 
tribution to progress.

streets, especially in the downtown section, are 


so obvious that additional CWA projects of the same 
kind are favorsd 
with practical unanimity. It is 


hoped that the state civil works authorities will give 
their approval to the plan for taking out the old in- 
terurban tracks on North Fourteenth street and on 
P from Fourteenth to Twelfth, which have not been 
in use for a long time and constitute an impediment 
to vehicular traffic. 


There is no kind of work better suited for hand 


labor at this time of year than tearing up these old 
rails and ties and filling in the space with pavement 
to match the side strips. Hundreds of men have been 
given jobs of that kind in Lincoln this winter, and 
their families have been taken off or kept off of re- 
lief rolls. The work has been carried on even dur- 
ing cold weather, when some other activities had to 
be halted or curtailed for the time being.

total abstinence for the individual, 
to employ moral suasion against the 
liquor traffic and to favor such re- 
strictive legislation relating thereto 
as public opinion will sustain. Any 
means or measures, personal or so- 
cial, -which limit 
the 
destructive 


range of intoxicants and defeat the 
efforts to entrench then- use in the 
national life undoubtedly command 
protestant sympathy and support. 
I have come to the conclusion that 


more can be 
accomplished for a 


sober nation by concentration upon 
educational methods than by re- 
liance on the law. That education, 
accompanied by remedial applica- 
;ions of the law to the universally 
recognized evils created by alcoholic 
excesses, is the chief factor which, 
n my judgment will ultimately solve 
the liquor problem. 


The record of the last two de- 
cades shows that when a law is 
enacted to do more than it can da 
t usually er.ds by doing less than 
t ought to do. In any case 
I 


lold that the use of intoxicating 
iquors as beverages is doomed in 
the long run. Science and morals 
are against that use. But extreme 
and coercive demands for its im- 
mediate abolition react disastrously 
)ecause they offend the average citi- 
zen's sense of personal freedom in 
sumptuary matters.

Accidents in 1933 


CHICAGO, Feb. 1—<#")—The na- 


tion's accident bill for 1933 totaled 
S2.000.000.000 in wage loss and medi- 
cal expense, and claimed 89,500 lives 
and caused 8.500.000 disabling in- 
juries, the national safety council 
announced today. 
The council said deaths due to 


accidents in 1932 totaled to 89,100, 
and the slight increase 
was ac- 


counted for in a riss in the motor 
vehicle and home classifications. 


Last year's deaths were classified 


as follows: 
Motor vehicle. 30,500; 


other public. 17,500; home, 29,500, 
and occupational, 14500. The total 
for occupational also includes 2500 
killed in motor vehicles while en- 
gaged in work. 
Although there was an increase 


from the previous year, the death 
•-ate for 1933 was placed at 71.2 per 
100,000 of population, in contrast to 
71.4 in 1932, and was the lowest sines 
1922. The highest ever attained was 
in 1930 when 
99.300 persons lost 


their lives in accidents. • •

Non-Stock Milk Producers associa- 
tion and independent milk haulers 
has 
reached a crisis in 
which 


some of the truckers are threaten- 
ing; to dump asociation milk on the 
highways and the 
association 
Is 


considering court action, George 
Hager. attorney of the association, 
revealed Thursday. 


Hager said the first hostile inci- 


dent of the fight occurred Thurs- 
day morning, when one of 
the 


truckers picked up association milk 
from farmers near Hickman and 
Holland, but was forced to relin- 
quish the fluid when a hauler em- 
ployed b ythe association caught up 
with him. 
The history of the controversy, 


according to Hager, is as follows: 
Most milk of association members 
was formerly hauled to Lincoln by 
the independent haulers. Later, toe 
haulers began to solicit more cft!£"" 
tomers outside of what the asso- 
ciation is asking the federal govern- 
ment to designate as the Lincoln 
milk producing area. 
As a result, 


Hager says, at the end of December. 
a 73 per cent surplus existed in the 
Lincoln milk market. 


Because of this an dthe expen- 


sive duplication of some of the in- 
dependent haulers' routes, the re- 
cent annual meeting of the associa- 
tion ordered the directors to draw 
up a contract with the haulers to 
remedy the situation. The haulers 
refused to sign and the associa- 
tion began hiring its own truckers, 
Hager 
related. The 
independent 


haulers are now organized into a 
union, he said.

fington of Chicago in

the graduate clinic for optometrists 
of southeastern Nebraska in 
the 


Cornhusker hotel Wednesday eve- 
ning 
Dr. Leo R. Miller of Lincoln 


presided over the 
meeting 
which 


was attended by approximately 35 
"Tired eyes can also be found to 
be at the "base of most juvenile 
trouble" Dr. Skeffington contin- 
ued, "and almost without exception 
the delinquent is found to have 
poor eyes in the first place.1' 


NRA May Help. 


"Of course, fatigue 
other 
than 


eyestrain may contribute to 
the 
mishap," Dr. Skeffington said, "but 
tired eyes are more hazardous be- 
cause 'ihev affect the nerves ai:d 
impair attention and reaction-time 
in subtle ways not recognizable to 
the sufferer himself." 
Dr. Skeffington said the problem 


was one that was up to scientists. 
He advised scientific lighting and 
the taking of tests to see whether 
or not all workers need glasses. 
"Under the NRA and the shorter 
working hours creating more leis- 
ure," Dr. Skeffington said, "it is 
thought that accidents due to eye 
strain will reduce since the worker 
will have more time to relax." 


Rest Before Driving. 


"One hopeful 
remedy suggests 
itself," Dr. Skeffington concluded, 
"and that remedy is the sugges- 
tion that all motorists rest them- 
selves for an hour or more before 
taking the wheel of an automo- 
bile, especially after a busy day. 
That course would reduce the risk 
of being involved in an accident by 
at least one-half. 
"But how shall he kill an hour?

the CasMand nurseries, a Minne- 
sota firm, asked 
$600 for 8 large 


elms.
